THE POINT IS THE DEPRAVITY
OF OTHER PEOPLE

A Lecture From Counsel That Makes the
Fashionable Audicnce Wince—A FPhre-
nologist Throws the Blame Upon La
Belle Gabrielle—His Interesting Theories

M. Decori, Eyvraud's counsel, now ross and
sald:

1 am fully conscious of the perils and diffi-
culties of wy task in thus appearing before you
on bebalf of my pale friend, Eyraud, but I
undertake them without fear. Tam well aware
that the man now arraigoed before
you s an object of contempt and ex-
ecration. You have heard that he belongs
to the dregs of humanity and has
committed a crime which is commonly paid for
by death. He has been brought from the other
gido of the world, suatched from a bed of sick-
neas which was carryiog him to the
tomb, and thrown at your feet in order
that you might pronounce again the doom to
which disease had already sentenced him. AR
manner of consigerations bave been laid before
you to induce you to pronounce this doom. It
will require almost superbuman strength to be
able tostem the ourrest which threatens to
carry you along with it

Ona High Moral Plane.

M. Decori proceeded to charge the press
of the whole world with pandering to the
depraved tastes of the public by priating
stories aboul Eyraud and to scold the ladies
and gentlemen who attended the trial,
charging thew with morbid curiosity. The
orowded and fashiovable andience visibly
winced under the learned counsel’s reproof,
especially when he charged them with s
“rubid thirst for blood.”

Prof. Lambross, a celebrated phrenolo-
gist, author of “Irresponsible Man™ and
other well-known scientific works, who had
examined Evraud snd Gabrielle in the
prison, pave us the re:ult of his investigs-
tions the following:

In measuring the head of Eyraud I found
nothing indicative of tke born criminal; on the
contrary, evervthing shows Lhim to be of a con-
vivial disposition, his distinctive characteristic
being an immoderate liking for the opposite
sex. He is alsoa spendilirift, inclined to an ex-
pensive style of living: bis disposition is
rather kind than cruel; hizs hand is character-

Iaomit that Evraud bas certain
charactoristios that mark him as a possible
swindler or forger, but he has none of a mur-
derer. These characteristics of swindling or
forgery are shown by the shape of Eyraud's
forebend and his rapidiyshufiling, deep-set

eyes.
Not at All Cantious.

As proof of his theory the professor
addoeed the total absence of caution or
plan that marked Eyraud’'s actions after
the crime was committed; his neting like s
mad man in geing to the murdersd man’s
office, thus risking wrrest; bhis de-
parture  lor Lyous, accompanied by
Gubrielle and their ghastly luggage; his
want of ordinary prudence, shown by his
throwing tbe body down the incline with-
out sttempting to see where it led to. All
this, in the Prolessor’s opinion, went to
prove an entire luck of the cuution which is
customary with born erimioals. The Pro-
fesse>"s opiniop is that Eyrand committed
the crime in order to obtain monev for his
parsmour and to gratify his own depraved
habits. ]

diet of *“‘guilty with extenuating circum-
slances’ against Gabrielle Bompard. Eyrand
was condemned to death and Gabrielle 1o
20 years' penal servitude,

Several New York phvsiciens, as a result
of their exveriments, affirm that hypaootic
subijects wmay be made 1o commit realor
imagiuary erimes, for which they are in no
degree responsible, DrG. M. Hummon said
wa DISPATCH reporter:

KEWS FROM THE KEAN FAILURE GROW
WORSE AND WORSE

Several Others Bring Sult Against
Banker for Receiving Deposits Too 3 4
—A Special Purtner of Religious Proclive
itles—A Number of Witnesses E ined

CHICAGO, Dee, 20.—The asscts of 8. A.
Kean & Co., the suspended baoking firm,
are growing steadily less a5 the proceedings
in court on behalf of the depositors, who
claim that the baok received deposits from
them after it was insolvent, progress. At
the openipg of the court this morning,
QCashier Warne resumed the witness chair
to correct his testimony of yesterday in re-
gard to the amount of eash on band when
the bank closed. He said it was made §12 -
000 less than he had testified to, through
the sending of that sum to the Corn Eix-
change Bauk after blukinﬁ hours 1o make
good its balance at the latter bank, ac-
cording to the arrangement by which Kean's
checks were passed throogh the Cleariog
House by way of the Cors Exchange, Kean
not beine a member of the Clearing House,

C. Hutchinson, Pressdent of the Corn
Exchange National Bank, testified as to the
attempt by Kesn to get aid from the dther
banks, and said that they had decided not
to help hini unless Kean's friends nould
raise §100,000 for him. This action was
tuken because it was the geoeral belief
smoug bankers that Kean was insolvent.

W. J. McDonald, head of the bond de-
partment, testibed that the gross yearly
profits on bonids were §90,000, and the net
profits about $70,000. He then made an
examination of the books, which were in
court, at the close of which he testified that
on the day the bank closed there were §368 -
100 worth of bonds in the baok;of these
$361,850 worth were pledged as collatersl,
leaving but $5,250 worth sctually belonging
to the bank. A month previous the same
account was: Amount of bonds on hand,
$423 000; amount of bonds ?lcdnd as se-
curity, $38700; balance belonging to the

. $l,

A number of new cases were filed to-day
by persons who claim that they ware per-
mittpd to make deporits after the bank was
insotvent. The Court direeted the assignee
to soswer Wedoesday mext. Mr. Kean to-
duy delivered the le of agreement made
two vears aco, by which Mrs. E. M, Culver
became a special partner. This partnership
was subsequently dissolved. "The articles
contained this peculiar paragraph: ‘“The
business of the firm is to be conducted on
strictly Christian priaciples sud sccording
to the teachings of the Bible.”

Solely in the Interest of Sclence.

He was so weak that he could not move
his pillow, and his mind seemed to be wan~
dering. Toward evening he braced up a
little,and when he stood up at 8:10 o’clock to
drink his cup of eocoa, with George Fraocis
Train at his side, he shid be bad fasted
solely in the interest of science. He drank
the first cup of cocoa to the prosperity of
*this greas country” that “had been dis-
covered by his conntryman, Christopher
Columbus.” Mr. Train was deeply im-
presse d, and, after remarking in an sside
that Buecci was “a perfect gentleman,” he
provosed three cheers for him,

Suecei, in & lirtle speech, said that it was
more difficult under the elrcumstances to
eat than to continuwa fasting, :
Masseit joined Mr. Train and Sacel, sad
the group were photograpbed, - For s shart |
tine altar cacon he w k
at his stomach. The record of his fast shows
that he drank, during the 45 days, 201
ounce of Croton water and 799 ounces of
mineral water.

Composition of the Elixir,

His “elixir’* which supported him during
the fast was com d of morphine, chloro-
form, ether, hasheesh and alcohol. Buececi
eclipses by 5 days the longest known record
of cootinuous Iasting. He himseli has
fasted 40 davs, and there are several others
in the world's history who have done the
same, but the little Italian, who is a bundle
of nerves and muscle, has accomplished
what no other person has attempted.

A Philadelphia Doctor Out With a
New Theory of the Disease.

IN LISE WITH KOCH’S DISCOVERY.

The Tuberculosis Lymph Given Out Free
for Private Patients,

RECORDS OF BERLIN EXPERIMENTS

[EPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH.)

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 20.—Tetanus, or
as it is commonly ealled, ‘‘lockjaw,” is one
of thess diseases which are as mysterious as
they are dreadful, and which buffle the skill
of the scientist as well as the care of the
physician, being akin to hydrophia, cancer
or serpent bite in its comprebensibility of
action and rarity of cure.

Dr. E. H. Landes, of the Veterinary De-
pariment of the University of Pennsylvania,
has not been content thast lockjaw should
constantly carry off its victims without his
efforts being directed toward eliminating it
from the list of 1neurable mysteries against
which the best efforts of medical science
have been used in vain. For two years past
he has been thinking, searehing and investi-
gating, gradually bringing himself into a
similar line of research to that pursued by
Dr. Koch 1o hissearch for a consumption
cure, and at last, satisCying himself that he
bhas discovered and isin a fair way to con-
quer the bacilli which is the dread motor of
tetanus in fts many forma ‘and which, be-
ginning with a spasmedie rigidity of the jaw,
quiekly seiges upon the entire muscular
aystem an in = death as eas
